periences.

Did sny of our readors ever pay & visit
Castlo Gardeni? Perhaps somas o’f' them nn‘;
have done Bo from motives of artistio ouriosity
to view a orumbling relic of old New York
while those more practical may have pnsgmi
an honr there vainly endeavoring to saleot
from the resking horde of emigrants a cook or
shambermald. Castle Garden proper is sitn-
ated on the northwestern extremity of the
piece of ground known as the Battery. A large
eirenlar building, covering half an acre in
extent, with a flat dome of whitewashed wood-
work, porforated with glase windows, whether
to let the numerous slenches made edcapa, or
to permit the air from the omtside —rather
foul at the best—to pass in, is & problem onl
to be solved by the Commisgioners of Em
grn!iou. : L

The building itzelfl ia of brown, unlewn
stone, with the old embrasures for guns atill
remaining, as they appeared when the first
Bonaparte issued his famous Berlin decres te
grush Buglish commered., The parapet gate-
way, or entrance to the Battery, as it was
ealled, still exists in all its hage proportions,
with its square out blocks of stone, and
through its portnls have passed in ten yoars
2.600,000 emigrants from every nation on the
face of the globe a8 contribetions to the mture
voting population of the States. A leval,
arid, sandy plain, denominated the Battery,
for the reagon that no gnns are visible, fronts
the Cagtle Garden, and 8 encumbered with
peanut stands, appls stands, lemouades stands,
stands where Dologua sausages aond large
loaves of Duteh bread are exposed for sale,
and where gingerbread cake= as large as ple-
plates con be obtained for the moderate suimn
of two cents. Aged but vituperative Irish
woemen of masculine frame, with bleary eyes,
tawdry garments, and faces lined with the
wrinkles of hardship, dispense tha delicacies
of the season o the emigrants. The peanuts
are not equal to pites ae Jfole gras as a relish,
the apples rot in the san for want of
purchasers, the sansages are mouldy and not
fit for siengerfest congumption; but the crown-
ing glory of these retail huckster-stands is the
lemonade kept by them in dirty wooden or tin
paile. This delivious beverage has three in-
redients or component parts, namely, mo-

sees, vinegar, and water. A few decayed
and repentedly squeezed lomon rinds, intendad
to deceive the keen eve of the observer, float
on top of the dirty-looking fluid. The tongues
of the Dames de la Halle st Paris, or the noto-
rious fish-women of London,cannot ontrival in
acerbity and virulenoe these women when ones
let loose npon auy offending party. We wit-
nessed an instance of thelr agreeakle proficiency
in the art of abuse. A halt-grown boy of the
street had, it seems, purchased a glass of
Jemonade from an aged Celtic priestess, and
after putting it to his lips, such was the horror
and sensation of disgust experienced, that the

lags involuntarily dropped from hLis grasp

and fell to the ground, where it lay for a mo-
ment broken into small fragments. With a
howling rage the savage spraug at the boy,
erying:—

"h h,at. did *oo brake my glass for, "oo soamp;

eh !

a.y“l did’t mean to,”" whispered the gamin, in
& whining tone.

“I'll tache you to brake my glasg, which
eost me twenty cints, you young vagabond,”
and go saying, she fell upon the lad in n great
rage, and beat him in the face with her
clenched fists, for a minute or two, to the
great delight of the speotators. The boy
would have been half murdered but for the
intervention of & burly policeman, who stood
at the gate of the Castle Garden, curling his
beautiful moustache, and admiring the grace-
ful curve of his shapely leg. This majestio
being advanced with a commanding step; in-
stantly the crowd fell back in reverential awe
at his portly presence.

“Wot's all this 1" sald he, in & voice like
thunder. “Wot's all this about, I should like
ter knew? Can nobody speak "’ and the
majestic being glared in inquiry upon the
terror-stricken crowd.

“] only w-a-r-rumed that spalpeen’s ears
for breaking my glass,”” whined the virage,
and with proverbial gallantry the noble polive-
man, finding that the sympathies of the crowd
were with the woman and the broken vessel,
turned to the reckless boy and threatened to
warm him soundly for his brutality. The
boy shrank off in a meek manner, and Castle
Garden saw him nomore.

Feeling considerable premonitory dread as
to our reception by this formidable being in
blue cloth, we asked in an humble manner: —

“'8ir, can you tell me if strangers are per-
mitted to enter the Garden 1"

The “gir" mollified this gentleman to a
great extent, and in a gracious, patronizing
tone, he signified his permission. Entering a
long, narrow passage, with a flight of atairs at
the end, we ascended and found ourselves in a
large room dedicated to the clerical stall em-
ployed by the Commisgioners of Emigration to
transact the business of registering the emi-

ta, A number of frowsy-looking and
gawkish emigrants sat outside of an enclosure,
waiting for an opportunity to proocure infor-
mation. Whether their universal contact with
emigrants, who are looked upon as so many
catile by these fellows, has rendered them
grufl when asked for information promptly,
and rigidly impassive or deaf whenquestioned
mildly, we do not know; but it is certain that
for stoical indifference a Castle Garden clerk
would compare favorably with Zeno himaelf,
While waiting in the office a scens ocourred
worthy of menition. A huge Irishwoman, with
ved hair and freckled face, evidently not an
emigrant, but rather a drunken, besotted
gpecimen of the race, advanced towards the
desk, carrying a4 red-headed baby, with s
sorofulons affection ln its fae and head. A ver
impasasive young gentleman, with l:lanﬁ
side-whiskers, who sat at & desk, cried out in
a stentorian volee to the woman, who had no
stockings or shoes:—

#What do you want "

You osm fuintly recoguize saurbraut, decayod
bologua, boiled butter, peanuts, unwashed
women, the odor of venerable hams, bolled
corned beef and cabbage, onions, rancid
cheege, herrings, and many other kindred
stenches. A motley crowd or rather swarm of
emigrants are herded together on the bare
floor of the Garden, like so many sheep or
pige.  From every nation in the world, from
far-off Sweden and Ntil‘wa'\'l from the homes of
Dnlecnrlin, from Sudermania, charcoal burnera
from the Black Forest, in their caifs, with light
hair, red stockings reaching to their knees,
and heavy wooden saliots. Peasants with raddy
faces from Cork and Kerry, from Uuablin and
Galway, fair, fresh young girls with trustfal
look and lavghing, wondering faces from the
Danube, Rhine, and Shannon, all mingled pro-
miscnonsly, ohatting, talking, eating, erying,
or gleoping quistly. A cargo of Swedes, Nor-
wegians, and Daues have just beon launded,
and herd fogether to the nomber of 260 on the
floor, gaplog and wondering at everything
they see and benr. They laft Gottenbuorg 40
days ginoe en ronte for the prairies of Illinois,
vin Hunburp, Liverpool, and New York., They
look travel-steined, dirty, and weary, ot as
yet have not begun to understand the toil,
trouble, and difficulties of thelr new life. Their
pastor, & venerable, sturdy-looking son
Dalecarlia, with white hair and deep blue
ayes, sita among thew on an old trunk. Hae
has sccompanied them all the way, and will
fee thern safe 1o the geltlement of which he is
pastor in far-off Illinols, One of his flook, a
middleaged woman with deep blus Seandina-

vian eyes, aud tawny hair hanging down
her flushed cheeks, 18 engaged in cut-
ting up a huge sausage for the delectation

of the “Pastor.” The men are all stoul-bodied,
hearty-looking fellows, muflled up in warm
homespun, as if they were among the frosty
flords of Norway, and cvavry at their belts short
ditk kupives in leatbern sheaths, They have
all blus eyes and light hair, such as is never
seent nmong Lativas or Celts, and is only to be
found among Scandinavians or Saxons. To
look upon these fair faces and deep, earnest
blue eyes, almost burning in their intensity,
one is prone to think of the ancestors of the
people before him—of Gustavus Vasa, of Mar-
garet of Denmark, the Semiramis of the Nerth,
of Harold Harfager, of Odin, the Father of the
Gods, of Freya and Lok, the Spirits of Evil, of
Sagas and Scalds, of warriors and priests, and
heroes who went forth yearly to burn, destroy,
and capture, who drank wine frowm the skulls
of their enemies, and sought vainly during a
thousand years for Valhalla, the home of the
gods. Alas for romance | these poor, inno-
cent peasants never heard of Odin, being
gtriot Lutherans, and their only trouble is
to know if Chicago is as far from New York as
New York is from Stockholm. The emigrants
who speak the English language are kept in
separate compartments ol this large circular
]mlll, or bull-pen, &8 it might be more properly
termed. The floor is swept once a day, but
even that does not guflice, for the place is in
itself a sink of filth, and unfit for human
beings as a place of occupation. The galleries
are sometimes filled as well ag the lower floor,
when there is a number of passengers, and a
strange sight is presented from the various
costumes worn by the peasant emigrants.
Now, for instance, let us go among the Swedes,
Here are children, men, and women huddled
together upon the foor promiscuously, and
without any proper sanitary precaution, in
the hottest weather. One-half of the emi-
grants are sleeping, and they are wedged so
cloge together as to lie like spoons, some with
a dirty rag covering them, while not a few of
the women's body clothes are tossed about in
a manner which ought to call & blush to the
cheek of any adult, Here is a very pretty
little girl of twelye years or therabouts,
her lower limbs exposed as she sleaps, and it
is evident that a plentiful application of soap
and water would do her no harm. One Hluﬁltf
oase of comtagious disease among those 260
Swedes, and ere nightfall every ons of them
wonld be stricken by the destroying hand.
To prevent imposition upon the emigrants a
semblance of keeping out the emigrant hoard-
ing-house kespers is maintained by the Com-
ssioners; but, notwithstanding, they may be
found inside of the Garden every day, the only
precantion that is taken to protect the inte-
rests of the emigraut being to keep the board-
ing-house shark off until all the routine busi-
ness of the pluce is transacted with them, and
then these sconndrels are free to do their
worst. Boarding-house keepera are allowed to
advertise their dems of infamy inside of the
walls of the Garden in every known language
~—English, French, Italian, Spanish, German,
Bwedish, Danish, Weloh, Russian, and Swiss,
The rates charged by these fellows range gene-
rally as follows:—Board per week for adults,
§8 in currency: per day, #1650 in CUrrency;
single meals, 50 cents; single lodgings, 60
cents, The fareis just what might be ex.
pected from thess blood-suckers and human
vampires. There are thres lanch counters or
restaurants within the walls, and there can be
no possible competition, as mo person is
allowed to enter the Garden or leave it with-
out & reason. Printed bills of fare line the
counters, in the different languages, with the
tarifl as follows:—

The mi(luut. on leaving the side of the
emigrant 'hq.i{'. I;I::J. in the stream, after she
has passed perila of gqnarantine, is takan
on boned of & barge of tug, with his ¢
bedding, elothing, bottles, parcels, and o
rabbigh of all kinds, and from thence trans-
to the water-gate of Cantle Garden. On
arriving there he I8 rolieved of his tranks and
hg'fnga, which is stowed away um!ull&ﬂin
racks and numbered in a corresponding fash-
fon, with the nnmber placed opposite the emi.
grant’s name in the tar, where his bap-
tismal appellation, surname, birthplaoce, Age;
occupation, and fature destination are regis-
tered for future reference. The boxes and
trunks are kept in a long coversd way which
makes half the cirenit of the garden, and
affords ample food for reflection. Here there
are boxes of all shapes and sized—tin boxes,
wooden hoxes, mnmrlmxun, boxes of oak and
ine, of cedar, rosewood, and mahogany, ob-
ng and square; some Iarge as the camp
oliests of MoOlellan on the Peninsula, others
fit to hold the title-deeds or regalia of an

empire, The eastern gide of the Castle
js  devoted to the Tbaggage of emi.
grants going out of the vity, and

when they arrive at Buffalo, Chicago, St.
Louis, Beston, or Cincinnati, they find there
their baggage ready for them as soon as they
Liave gatielied the charges npon the freight.
The English-speaking emigrants are registered
first, and then the Germans. After beiug
registered, which takes a long time, the emi-
grants are driven into the bull-pan to await a
further disposition. Lavatories, or places for
washing, are located around the Castle—large,
gloomy-looking places, cilenlated to keep
before the eyes of the emigrant the hold or
gteernge of the ship from which he has just
debarked. Washing or cleanliness {8 not eu-
forced upon the emigrants, and the hnge
blocks of soap and the damp, wet Hoor of thi

washing-rooms present a very black and
disconsolate aspect, Aronnd the walls of the
bull-pen are scattered hnge maps of the

States and Territories, admirably ocalonlated
to impress upon the minds of foreigners the
great size nnd extent of Uncle Samn's domi-
nions, The walls of this filthy house re-
sounded with the elash of muskets, drums,
and swords of the old regular army, and after-
wards to the glorious warblings of the peerless
Jenny Lind, to the delicious strains of Catha-
rine Huyes, and to the crash of Jullien's
horns and instruments; for here were given
the monster concerts of this great artist when
in his prime. Well, to-day it would make
Jenny Lind sick to look down from one of
the galleries where thousands used to sit
entranced listening to her “ Norma,'' and
behold her own countrymen and women, from
far-of Upgala and Stockholm, herded to-
gether like shoep in a July sun, The ghost of
the great Jullienm would not allow its white-
gloved fingers to rest upon polluted lintel or
door-jamb for fear of contamination. Large
blue-bottle flies baunt the seams of the plank-
ing in the floor of the bull-pen, sucking and
feasting upon the corruption. A thousand
persons have often been confined in this worse
than Black Hole of Caleutta, while at other
times not a score of emigrants are present. It
is an erroneous impression that the emigrants
from northern countries surpass in cleanliness
those from the more southern climes. The
Swedes, Germans, and Russians are, very
contrary 1o Fe:wral expectation ;  the
Irigh  and French compare favorably
with other races in cleanliness, and sur-
pass them in light-heartedness and a
disposition to bear up under hardships. The
Welsh emigrants are, nearly all, congigned to
the embraces of the Mormon chiefs of Utah.
The specimens of Welsh emigrants who were
here, bound for Balt Lake, and the miners and
mill-spinners from some of the rural districts
of England, are terribly dirty and ignorant.
Great numbers of the English emigrants have
little or no knowledge of the Creator, or of
any revealed form of religion, The ignorance
and brutality of the lower classes of English
emigrantz are astounding, and would be de-
cided incredible by him who knows nothing of
the facts pregented. Iere i3 a group of Irish
emigrants sitting upon their household Lares

and  Penates. There are three little
girls, ranging from three to ten yoars
of age, a motherly-looking woman of
fifty, and a boy of fifteen. The

family are dressed comfortably, and rather
cleanly., The mother is crying quietly; the
gmallest girl bas caught the infection from the
old woman, and is burying her tiny knuckles
in her eyes with great determination, while
the boy stares steadfastly at the ceiling, and
keeps his month wide open as a common
thoroughfare for the nasty flies which infest
the bull-pen. Anfacclimatized friend, with a
rowdy look, is tnﬂxing to the old lady, und
endeavoring to make her feal comfortable, but
she will not be comforted. She left the hills
of far-off Tipperary at the bidding of a faithful
son, who resides “some place' in “Missns
Sury,' as the old lady expresses it, but she
has lost the address, and forgets the name of
the precise locality.

“Can’t yo remember the name of the place
at all, at all, Biddy 1" says her comforter.

“Well, I wish I never had left Nenagh, in

There is an hoepital attaclied to the Castle
Garden Depot, situated on Ward's Island.
Ward's Island is 108 acres in sxtent, and
about §12,000 worth of produce is raised annu-
ally on the island by patients. There is an
attendant physician at the Castle, and an
apothecary’s shop. Cases of fever and cholers
are instantly carried without to the hospital
for treatment. Two millions apd & half of
emigrants have passed througl- Castle Gardan
during the last ten years, bringing with them
an average of 850 per head. This amounts
in the gross aggregate to one hundred snd
twenty-live millions of dollars. l}urinﬁ the
year 1866, 233 418 persons arrived at Castle
Garden, bripging with them 203,230 pleces of
baggage. Of this number 106,716 were from
Germany, 08,074 from Ireland, 86,186 from
Englund, 4979 from Bcotland, 3907 from
Bweden, 3085 from Bwhzurhmi, 8246 from

eeventeen difforent countries. The States most
favored by the emigrants on leaving Castle
Garden are New York, lllinois, Penndylvanis,
Wisconsgin, Ohio, and Massachusetis,
Germans go to Pennsylvania, Ohio, [llinois,
and Wisconsin; the I to New York, Masta-
chusetts, Connecticut, and New Jersey; the

her mind daring the space of twelve oalendar
monthy from the time she has landed on the
shores of the New World. The large miutjority
of these girls who sepk employment are indos-
trions, clean, and honest before being deflled
by the filth and contawination of the great
city, Eowe of these are, however, very giddy,
thoughtiess; fond of dress, gandy colors, and
aneily led away by soft and hongyed words,
They may have to encounter two great dangers,
which shall be specified: Cut off from hoine
and parental teaching, set adrift in a strange
land, it is a common ocenrrence with them to
obtain employment in families, when design-
ing sconndrels employ every art and inflnenoce
of money and circumstances to seduce and
destroy them, The other danger is from the
emigrant boarding-house keepers, who haunt
{he Castle Garden depot like evil spiriis to

entice any fish that may be en-
tangled in  their nets. Nominally these
birds of prey ac eupposed to  be

deprived of any power to further their
ends; but this is altogether a mistake, a8 the
scalundar of ¢rime in onr courts, and the cata-
logue of wretehed women in these dens of in-
famny infesting the oity, will show; but & ma-
jority of the girls are poor emigrants, driven
to desperate courses hi.' the circumstances they
are placed in after they leave Castle Garden.
Very few German girls ever geek employment
in the office at tha depot, as they are picked
up in the bull-pen by thesa sconndrels, spenk-
ing their own language, who make magnificent
promises to them, and wheedle them, in order
to have them accompany them to their dens,
Very few single girls, without friends, arrive
in New York city with more than fifty dollars
inmoney. These boarding-housc gharks charge
eight dollars a week for lodgings and food.
Having got the girl into the boarding-house,
the next thing is to buoy her up with delusive
hopes of a comfortable situation, which they
are certain never to procure for her, and hay-
ing done this, it is then necessary to encour-
age her to procure cheap finery, and end by
keeping her at the boarding-house for a
month to get her in debt. Then, should she
desire to Jeave, the next move is to hold her
clothing and trunk for a bogus board bill.
The society of abandoned women, who are
employed to sap the poor girl's virtue, and
the troubles of prosécution for debt, make
the girl a pliant instrument in the hands of
the boarding-house shark. She then becomes
an easy victim to the lust of the highest
bLidder, and her ruin is consummated. any
of these girls, after undergoing a course of
prostitution and shame for two or three
months in the lager beer dens of Greenwich
street, the dance houses of Water street, or
the perlieus of (ireene and Mercer sireets, are
afllicted with fits of ennui, and return to the
Castle Garden depot for a change of scens, or
else they are secret missionaries of evil, sent
by their exployers to corrupt girls who as yet
are perfeotly innocent. These girls are quite
shameless, and by their vile conduoct disgust
all who wisit Castle Garden for the purpose of
procuring help, The clerk who has charge of
the employment oflice is sometimes put to
his limit of patience by the antics of these
young ladies.
